Others claim that in spite of some inaccuracies and 
careless English teachers find them useful in connection with geog- 
raphy work, the children enjoy them more than any other travel 
books except the Little cousin series which offer little in the way of 
concrete information, and there are few books besides the Carpenter 
geographical readers that are more accurate.
